Why do we dye eggs at Easter? 

The custom of dyeing eggs is 
older than Easter, The ancient Per- 
sians and Egyptians were so amazed 
to see something living come from 
something dead that eggs became 
a symbol of new life for them, and 
colored eggs were a part of their 
spring festivals.

Although eating with chopsticks looks difficult to do. it's 
actually so simple that all Chinese children master the art 
at the age of four. (In the Chinese kitchen. the homemaker 
mixes, beats, whips, stirs, picks, even measures with her 
chopstic ks ) 

“Chopsticks” is pidgin-English for a small, tapering stick 
which is commonly made of wood, bone, ivory. or plastic. 
The sticks are used in pairs. 

The sticks are held in the right hand about one half inch 
apart, in a parallel position, The lower ends of the sticks 
must be even and both sticks must be held in the same 
plane, with about 1/3 jutting out of the hand. The lower 
chopstick is held stationary between the thumb and the 
fourth finger, resting on the crevice between the two fingers. 
The thumb covers both sticks, The tip of the index and 
middle fingers guide the upper chopstick on either side 
Pressure from the index finger closes the lower stick toward 
the upper one for a lifting position. A small portion of food 
is picked up and eaten

Summer brings special problems for baby-sitters. 
Can you handle them? 


| AS it occurred to you that in summer when you're 

baby-sitting, your charge is prone to everything from 
prickly heat to poison ivy? Do you know what to do when 
these and other emergencies arise? And do you know 
how to keep the baby comfortable? This page is chock- 
full of useful tips. Read them carefully, Don't be shy about 
letting your employer know that she can put her darling 
in your care and be confident of his summer safety and 
good health, 

When you're taking baby out to the park or to picnic 
grounds, you'll have a happier, healthier baby if he’s 
cool 

Step one: Make him’ physically comfortable. To prevent 
prickly heat, keep the baby lightly clothed and comfortable 
with a dusting of talcum. Next, to protect him from sun- 
burn, apply baby oil to exposed parts of his body—neck, 
arms, legs, and face, Although a child may balk at wearing 
a cap in summer, it's good protection against the hot sun. 
A lightweight hat with a brim to shade the sun is good. 

Step two: Make sure that what he eats is as wholesome 
and fresh as if it just came out of the refrigerator. Don't 
rely on how food looks or even tastes, Just make certain 
it's been kept cold. If you do bring along milk, a food 
which spoils easily, pack it in a thermal bag or in ice 
wrapped in newspaper. Don't let any food sit in the sun 
before it is eaten. If you're the least bit doubtful as to 
its edibility, throw it into the nearest refuse can. When 
buying ice cream outdoors on a hot day, buy a reliable 
brand from a reliable dealer. 


An Ounce of Prevention 


While keeping baby cool, you'll stay cool if you know 
how to handle the following summer hazards which can 
come up while you're caring for your charge—outdoors or 
indoors, 

Insect bites: If there’s a bee buzzing around you, don't 
swat at it. It will merely be encouraged to make a beeline 
for kiddie and you. Move away from it. If it pursues you 
and gets a sting in, get the child home as fast as you can. 
Remove the stinger with tweezers and apply a paste made 
with a teaspoonful of bicarbonate of soda to which a few 
drops of water is added, This paste will also relieve the 
itching of a mosquito bite. If it’s a wasp or hornet sting, 
rub a drop of vinegar on the spot. 

Poison ivy: The best advice of all is to keep away from 
areas where this plant grows. Try to recognize the plant. 
It grows as a climber sometimes; at other times it appears 
as a low-growing shrub. Its shiny leaves are arranged in 
groups of three. Symptoms; The skin becomes red and 
swollen and itches violently after exposure. Small blisters 
begin to form. They often become infected from scratching 
and fill up with pus. Treatment; As soon as possible after

contact with the plant, the exposed areas of the skin 
should be washed, using plenty of hot water and soap. 
Make a thick lather and wash five or six times. Don’t use 
a brush or rough materials, for this irritates the skin. Then 
wash the affected areas thoroughly with rubbing alcohol. 
Rinse with clear water and dry. 

Sunburn: The best precaution is to avoid the hot rays 
of the sun as much as you can, A child’s skin burns easily. 
Since you can’t always avoid the sun at least part of the 
time; you can seek out shady spots to sit in. If the child 
likes to play in the sand, where the sun will beat down 
on him, take out your bottle of baby oil or a special sun- 
burn preventive and apply it generously to legs, arms, face, 
and chest. But don’t over-expose him to the sun, 

Now you're going back home. While the child is sitting 
in his stroller or carriage, let him cool off by taking off 
his socks and shoes. Once you're in the house, you'll have 
the windows open. There is nothing more fascinating to a 
small child than an open window. Make sure he doesn’t 
fall out. If the electric fan is on, keep him away from that. 
He can cut himself and have a very serious accident. If it’s 
terribly hot, you may want to let him run around in just a 
pair of shorts. But keep him away from door drafts. 

If you take these precautions, the chances are that the 
child will be safe and sound when his mother comes home. 
But if anything unusual does happen—an insect bite or 
any accident of another type—report it, giving an account 
of the temporary measures you took. That's the way to 
insure another baby-sitting job for you—soon.

rarely ordered, To improve employee morale, she puts out 
an employee publication and she is studying Spanish so that 
she'll have a better understanding of Spanish-speaking em- 
ployees.

“Running a hotel is similar to running a home,” says Vir- 
ginia. “The idea is to have a happy home and a happy 
family.” 

Although it is true that most important administrative jobs 
in the hotel field are held by men, women do land them, too. 
“In hotel work,” says Virginia, “a woman can't be a prima 
donna or expect to be handled with kid gloves. And you do 
have to let your employer know that you're willing to work 
hard and that you can accomplish as much as a man can.”

Fallacy: Short-cuts and fad diets for weight reduction 
really work without harm to the reducer. 

Fact: No, not on a long-term basis. Fad diets are seldom 
nutritionally adequate, And many factors enter into perma 
nent weight loss. Emotional factors and dietary habits which 
influence weight are not easily changed. 


Fallacy: Overweight is due entirely to heredity. 

Fact: It is caused primarily by overeating. When more 
calories are taken into the body than are used in energy 
consumption, fat is stored, Too many calories in the daily 
family meals may be responsible for all members being over 
weight. While heredity may play a part in obesity, weight 


can be controlled by limitation of calories. 


Fallacy: Meal skipping is a good way to lose weight. 

Fact: It's a poor way to lose, It may increase appetite for 
the next meal or for between-meal snacks, which results in 
increased food intake. It is likely to lead to the choice of 
unbalanced diets. 


Fallacy: High protein foods and fruits have no calories. 
Fact: Both high protein foods and fruits provide calories 
in varying amounts. 


ts a Fact... 


Fallacy: All the food some people eat turns to fat. 

Fact; Fat is the body's way of storing excess foods, The 
source of this excess may be protein, fat, or carbohydrate. 
Fat is formed only when total energy from these sources 
exceeds the amount needed for daily living. 


Fallacy: Bananas and potatoes are very fattening. 

Fact: A plain, medium-size baked potato has 98 calories;

Fact: No. One person may eat 2,500 calories a day and 
gain weight, while someone else may lose on the same diet. 


Activity of the person influences calorie requirements. 


Fallacy: It's more desirable and quicker to use drugs, 
such as appetite depressors, than to go on a low-calorie diet 
to reduce, 

Fact: Many people suffer side-effects from drugs—dry 
mouth, halitosis, irritability, restlessness, insomnia, rapid 
heartbeat. Just as good weight reduction cau be achieved 
from diet, moderate exercise and a desire to lose weight.

2 (20 oz.) cans frozen red tart cherries, 
thawed and drained (4 cups drained) 

2/3 cup sugar (if canned cherries are 
used, increase sugar to 1'4 cups) 

salt 

2 theps. cornstarch 

2 theps. melted butter or margarine 

tsp. almond extract 

by tsp. red food coloring 


Drain the thawed cherries and put half 
of them in a 9-inch pastry-lined pie pan 
Combine the sugar salt, and cornstarch 
and sprinkle this evenly over cherries.
